The Engineer Bravely Stuck to His,

A despatch from Bowmanville, ; 
Ont., says: A serious accident oc- 


curred about three hundred yards 
west of the G. T. R. station on Fri- 
day morning, when the flyer from 
Montreal, engine No. 989, in charge 
ef Engineer David MckKibbon, of 
Toronto, Fireman Almon Arnold, 
and Conductor R. Norton, ran into 
an exgine aud caboose, which had 
been on the front end of a freight 
train, which had not cleared the 
main track. The engine had been 


taking water, and was returning to} 


the siding. The flyer was due here 
about 6.30 o’clock, and was about 
half an hour late. This train does 
not stop here, and, therefore, had 
the right of way. The freight train 
engine No. 748, was in charge of 
Engineer Zimmerman, and had a 
caboose on each end. Engineer 
McKibbon stuck to his post and ap- 
pled the brakes, but not in time 
to avert an accident. How he es- 
caped alive is a miracle. Fireman 
Arnold jumped, and his face was 
badly cut, and one ear nearly taken 
off. The engine of the flyer was 
turned over on its right side, and 
its tender and baggage car, as well 
as the engine and caboose of the 
freight train, left the track, the 
steam chest of the freight engine 
jbeing torn off. Had the accident

iwrecked engine and cars would 
jhave gone into the creek.

THE NOSE. 

The nose, the most conspicuous 
feature of the human face, has al- 
ways been regarded with great in- 
terest from an esthetic point of 
view, but it is within a cCompara- 
tively recent period that its im 
portance in the matter of health 
has been recognized 

Its external configuration goes 
far to make or mar beauty of fea- 
ture, and gonsilered from the 
point of view of health, its inter- 
nal conformation is of even more 
significance. 

The inside of the nose is divided 
Into two compartments by a thig 
plate of bone and cartilage, called 
the septum. The outer wall of each 
of these cavities has three project- 
ing ledges, formed of curved plates 
cf bone covered with a loose mem- 


| 


brane containing a great number 


of blood-vessels. Opening into the 
nasal cavity on qach side are sev- 
eral hollow spaces in the bones of 
the face, all lined with mucous 
wembrane and containing air. 

The nerves of smeli are located 
mucous membrane which 
lines the nostrils, and when inflam- 
mation of the membrane occurs, as 
in a cold in the head, this sense 
is more or less destroyed for the 
time being. . 

The most important function of 
the nose is that of tho breathing 
organ.
